Vaccination of female dairy 
calves, between the ages of six 
months and one year, for Brucel- 
losis (Bangs Disease) will be- 
come mandatory under provis- 
ions of a state law that becomes 
effective January 2, 1948. 

Under the law, it has been an- 
nounced, cost of vaccination and 
cost of vaccine will be born by 
the state. Individual dairymen 
may sellect any veterinarian to 
do the work, as long as that vet- 
erinarian is Federal-state ac- 
credited and has signed a re- 
quired service contract. 

BEEF CALVES OPTIONAL 

No calf under six months nor 
over 12 months is effected by the 
vaccination law, however, all fe- 
male dairy calves in this .age 
group must be vaccinated. Vac- 
cination of male dairy calves 
or beef-cattle is optional ‘with 
the owner. 

Vaccinated calves will be giv- 
en a tatoo mark on. the left ear 
by the veterinarian handling 
the vaccination. :

Costs Of Various Types Of Fertilizers 


nitrogen in various forms of fer- 
tilizer and the cheapest avail- 
able form of nitrogen should be 
used. The nitrogen in ammon- 
jum nitrate can be bought for 
as little as eleven cents a pound, 
this is the cheapest form of nit- 
rogen available at this time. The 
nitrogen in ammonium sulfate 
will cost a little over 13 cents 
a pound. The nitrogen*in a mix- 
ed fertilizer such as 8-8-4 will 
eost about thirty-five cents per 
pound. The extreme is the price 
for nitrogen in some liquid mixes 
This does not mean liquid or an- 
hydrous ammonia. The nitro- 
gen in one 10-10-5 liquid mix 
will cost as high as two dollars 
and thirty cents per pound. 
Growers should not overlook 
the possibility of saving money 
with a volunteer cover crop as 
compared to a seeded cover crop. 
If a moderate otnnage of green 
matter can be obtained from a 
volunteer cover crop, it should 


be allowed to grow. Leguminous’ 


plants such as vetch, melilotus 
and cow peas are somewhat over- 
rated as nitrogen producers in 
the soil and oftentimes the mon- 
ey spent for seed can better be 
used to buy nitrogen which can 
be incorporated with a volun- 
teer cover crop.

Household Hints 

Tea, coffee or cocoa stains 
may be removed with glycerine. 
A fresh stain may be taken out 
with gentle rubbing but &So0ak- 
ing in glycerine is necessary to 
remove old stains. 

Rubbing the hands with a 
piece of raw potato will remove 
most vegetable stains. 

Fruit stains should be cover- 
ed with powdered starch, then, 
when dry, the stained article 
may be rinsed ni cold water and 
‘washed in the ordinary way.

Several titles applied to chi- 
cks, poults,\and hatching eggs 
have definite meanings that 
must be understood to be of 
value *o prospective buyers ot 

baby chicks and poults. 

Terms like “Chicks from U. 
S. Pullcrum Clean Stocks,” U. 
S. Pullorum Controlled Chicks,” 
“California U, S. Pullorum Clean 
Poults’ are terms used; in con- 
nection with the California Pou- 
ltry Improvement plan for pul- 
lorum disease control and eradi- 
cation, These labels mean min- 
imum requirements have been 
met under supervision of com- 
petent and disinterested persons. 

The top grade recognized un- 
der the plan, for both turkeys 
and chickens, is U. S. Pullorum 
Clean. The stock used to pro- 
duce the chicks, poults, or eggs 
passed official blood tests and 
no infected birds were found.

The next class is U. S. Pullor- 
um Passed, also recognized for 
both‘turkeys and chickens, Eggs 
or day old birds in this grade 
came from stock which had pass- 
ed one last test at which no in- 
fection was found. Previous tests 
may have indicated some infect- 
ed birds which were removed 
from the flock. “California U. S. 
Pollorum Passed’’ appears in red 
on the label for this class.

Cportsmen’s Seratchpad

With the hunting season al- 
most over, don’t retire your 
guns; remember that predatory 
animal§ hunt the year around, 
and take lots of game that could 
be yours, The only Pood preda- 
tors are dead predators. Why 
not extend your hunting to in- 
clude these predators, and make 
hunting a year round roposi- 
tion. ~ 

We, of the Predatory Control 
Committee for the local pro- 
tective Fish and Game Associ- 
ation feel that the 10 worst pred- 
ators for this area include the 
following: mountain lions; coy- 
otes; bob cats; wild house cats; 
water snakes; great horned owl; 
sharp shinned hawks; crows and 
ground squirrels. 

If you must retire your guns, 
now that the up-land game sea- 
son is almost over, be sure to 
clean them thoroughly; outside 
as well as in; use a little gaso- 
line to clean the bolts in, to re- 
move old grease and dirt. I would 
advise some modern, especially 
designed oi] or grease for pro- 
tection against rust. Personally, 
I use either Sheath, which is 
more or less of an oil, or Rig, 
which is a grease. Be sure to 
wipe off all finger prints. 

Be sure and listen to “Sports- 
men’s Calendar,’ a program 
sponsored by your local Fish 
and Game Protective Associa- 
tion, and broadcast over local 
radio station KTIP every Tues- 
day night at 8:30 p. m. Any 
questions that you might like 
answered, regarding hunting or 
fishing, just drop a card to eith- 
er-me, care of the Farm Tribune, 
or to Bob Lefever, care of Ra- 
dio Stafion KTIP.
